China  in  years  past  will  doubtless  serve 
him  to  excelleut  advantage  in  tbe  im¬ 
portant  position  to  which  he  h«*  been 
called.  Dr.  Bedloe  believes  there  is  a 
great  future  for  American  trade  in 
China.  “I  think  our  best  and  most 
profitable  markets  will  be  found  in  tbe 
orient, ”  he  my*  “Japan  with  her  40,- 
000,000  of  people,  Korea  with  IS, 000,- 
000,  the  vast  empire  of  China  with 
more  than  400,000,000,  and  Siam  and 
the  Spanish,  Portuguese  and  French 
Indies  with  another  400,000,000,  com¬ 
prise  the  territory  in  which  our  Ameri¬ 
can  merchants  and  manufacturers  should 
and  must  compete  with  those  of  Eng¬ 
land,  Belgium,  Franoe  and  Germany. 
The  difficulties  find  obstacles  are  numer¬ 
ous,  but  tbe  national  trait  of  Amerioans 
is  to  overcome  such  things,  and  it  can 
be  accomplished.  We  are  bound  to  en¬ 
counter.  the  jealousy  and  hostility  of 
the  European  trade  interest  already  es¬ 
tablished  in  those  distant  land*  The 
British,  German,  Belgian  and  French 
firms  leave  no  s^oue  unturned  to  binder 
or  injure  us  and  to  kill  or  hurt  our 
American  trade  to  the  promotion  of 
their  own.
